Mr. Kensil, in the course of his remarks, 
accused Dr. Ingram of being unfaithful 
to all his promises when he was con- 
secrated bishop on Stepney, adding that 
he had helped the law breakers and en- 
couraged clergymen wh», in defiance of 
the rubrics, elevated the host, offered 
masses and practiced the confession, etc. 
He concluded with saying that he was 
prepared to appear in the courts and 
prove that Dr. Ingram was an unfit per- 
gon to hold the position of a bishop of 
the Protestant chureh, owing to his en- 
couragement ot these illegal Romish 
practices. 

The friends and opponents of Mr. Ken- 
sil became so. wproarious that ‘the vicar 
general tried to clear the church. Dr. 
Ingram appealed to his friends to listen 
quietly. 

Eventually the vicar general overruled 


the objections, and the election of Dr. 


Ingram was confirmed. 

Disorderly scenes and bustling occurred 
outside the church, and finally Mr. Kensil 
was escorted home by -a score of police- 
men and followed by a howling mob.

When the 
commitee was appointed Lord Lansdowne, 
then war minister, assured inyentors and 
manufacturers that they might submit 
their products to the committee in the ut- 
most confidence.’’ '

Alleged That Police Gave One Pro- 
’ '{prietor a Tip in Regard to the

New York, April 17.—The committee of 
fifteen raided seven alleged ‘pool rooms 
this afternoon. The raids were made on 
warrants issued by Justice Jerome and 


upon evidence obtained by the staff of 
detectives working for the committee 
under the direction of Superin*endent 
John McCullagh. The raids in each case 
Were personally conducted by individual 
members of the committee, assisted by 
their detectives and policemen of the 
regular force from the precinct in which 
the raid was made. In only one place 
did the raiders fall to make any arrests 


and C. C. Brewster, of the committee, 


openly says the inmates of the place 
received a tip from .the police that the 
Place was about to be raide:i. 

A feature of the raiding was the effort 
by at least one or two police officials %o 
prove that the places raided were not 
pool rooms but orderly and well con- 
ducted clubs. ‘The p_aces raided, together 
with the number of prisoners taken in 
each. place, were as follows: 

‘‘The’’ Allen’s place on Sixth avenue, 
Allen, ‘the alleged superintendern®. and 
two .others arrested: a room on Canal 
street, four prisoners; a room on Mercer 
street, one prisoner: the Bon Ton Club, 
on West Twenty-third street, four pris- 
oners; a place on East Eighth s*reet, 
five prisoners; a place on East Foltir- 
teenth street, three prisoners; a room 
at Bighth avenue and Fourteenth street, 
no prisoners and no evidence obtained. | 

It ‘was in~connection wh. the latter 
place that Mr. Brewster aceused the 
police of warning the pool room pro- 
prietor. He said the police moved s0 
slowly that he urged them to hurry, but 
met with a rebuff. When Mr. Brewster 
reached the place ahead of the poltce his 
own agents told him that some one had 
come to the place a few minutes after 
he went into the station and given 4 tip 
to forty or fifty men within and they 
had all left. They were still coming out 
when he got there. When the policemen 
arrived the place was empty. Six books 
of racing charts, a rubber speaking tube 
and some facing slips were seized. Mr. 
Brewster later. entered. a protest con- 
cerning the action of the policemen to 
Captain Moynihan, who is in command 
‘of the precinct, but who was not present 
at the station when Mr. Brewster pre- 
sented his warrants for pervice. 


OVER HALF BILLION IN GOLD. 


United States Treasury Is Full of 
ae Yellow Metal. 


‘New York. April 17.—Today's summary 


United States set gt Be pepott, ee 

esterday shows that € govern 
sparse rd gold holdings, for the first time 
in. hietory, have passed tne half-billion 
dollar mark. The exact total was $500,- 
$252,,078,859 was held 
against certificates in the hands of the 
outside public, and $150,000,000 as a reserve 
against outstanding Untted States notes, 
the balance being free assets. 

This is the Jargest amount of gold now 
held by any single financial institution 
in the world, and it is the largest ever 
héld ‘by any institution with one exception 
—the Imperial Bank of Russia, which in 
February, 1898, raised its total holdings to 
$590,300,000. At present, however, the Rus- 
sian bank holds only $371, 500,000. 

The Bank of France now holds $472,271,- 
000, its high record ‘being $479,244,000 on the 
fourth of this month.’ Most of this gold 
is held against outstanding notes. The 
Bank of Engiand holds $169,109,000 gold. 
and the highest record of its history was 
$245,500,000, in February, 1896. Present gold 
holdings of the Imperial Bank of Germany 
are $130,000,000 and its total of gold and 
s‘tyver stock combined never ran above 


of the 


The United States treasury gross gold 
holdings have increased $76,439,000 within 
the past twelve months. In this month 
of 1899 they were ‘barely $278,000,000 as 
against the $500,000,000 now held. On Feb- 
ruary 10, 1896, they reached the low level 
of $4,239,542. 


MYSTERY ABOUT HIS DEATH. 


Attorney Willard, of Indiana, Found 
Dead in New York. 

New York, April 17.—James Hazleton 
Willard, a lawyer of Bedford, Ind., was 
found dead in his room in the Clarendon 
hotel today by his brother in law, Sam- 
uel A. Russell, who occupied an adjoin- 
ing room. Some one at the hotel noti- 
fied the coroner’s office that the man 
had died from opium poisoning. This @1- 
legation probably was based on the fact 
that Mr. Willard had taken fifteen grains 
of quinine and twenty-five grains of 
dovers powders yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Willard came here a few days ago. - 
Mr. Russell said Mr. Willard had ~o 
reason whatever for’ killing himself. He 
was a prosperous man and in fairly good 
health. He had come to the city in good 
spirits and had written to his sister, Mr. 
Russell’s wife, in Clinton, Conn.. that 
he intended to spend a few days there. 

Mr. Willard was fifty-three years old. 
He was a widower without any family 
and was interested in some onyx mines 
in Kenutcky. His father was Ashbel .! 
Willard, who was at ope time governor 
of Indiana. 


TO KEEP BRICE OUT OF JAIL.

‘Pittsburg, Pa., April 17.—Chances of all 
the men of the Amalgamated Assotlation 
employed in the organized mills of the 
American Sheet Steél Compeny, and eub- 
sequently of all the organized men of the 
association in mills of the United States 
Stee? Corporation tremble in the balance 
tonight: On the <cne@hard, President T. JA 
Shaffer is backed up in his determination 
to call a general strike by a majority of 
the mierhbers of hifs advisory béard and 


‘the district Vice president and trustees 


who wére in session all day today. On 
the other hand, there is a néw move to- 
ward conciliation and arbitration, which 
may end the entire controversy in Pitts- 
burg tomorrow.or may be carried to 
New York to be adjusted by higher pow- 
ers. 

President Shaffer said tonight that the 
outlook for a settlement is better than at 
any time since the McKeesport trouble 
started. It was explained in the meeting 
as soon ag the: resolution. was passed 
giving Mr, Shaffer all power in the mat- 
ter, that he would address:to the heads of 
all the constituent concerns of the United 
States corporation a letter advising them 
of the authority Vested in him and fixing 
a date when all these men would be called 
on to strike in the event that the Sheet 
Steel Company Nas not been forced to 
settie either through the crippling of their 
own operations or by the organization of 
higher power. 

Some Days Beforé Strike. 

A canvass of all parties to the dispute 
indicates that the declaration of a strike 
will not take place for sevérail days. The 
effort at conciliation to be made tomorrow 
will be followed by others that will take 
time. | bd uk ote SS a 

Much of the sessiadn tor ay was taken up 
in a conference with génn Jarret, héeat.of 
the labor bureau of the Sheet Stce) Com- 
pany. Mr. Jarret contende@ that the men 
had violated their agreement of a year 
ago, in which they agreed to remain at 
work under the condition then existing, the 
violation being in ‘their joining issues 
With the association. The amalgamated 
men were firm in asserting that their 
joining of the association was not a viola- 
tion of the agreement. 

The officials of the Ama!gamated Asso- 
ciation have been considering the matter 
of a strike carefully. They have decided 
that In case of a general strike the anti- 
combine cry will sweep over the country 
like wildfire and that there will be an 
array of public sentiment on their side 
such as was never before arrayed ‘on the 
side of a striking body of men. 

First Visible Eruption. 

The McKeesport trouble is the first vis- 
ible eruption of a condition that has been 
developing for over a year, beginning with 
the formation of the American Steel Sheet 
Company. The individual companies that 
were absorbed had no uniform plan of 
treating the workers. Those in the asso- 
¢lation of steel sheet manufacturers em- 
ployed and recognized union jabor. Those 
outsides were non-unicn. The combine 
took in all. When it came toa settlement 
of a scale last year the Amalgamated As- 
sociation demanded, that their scale be 
signed for all‘mills: This the ¢ompany 
refused. In the meantime, or on May 
bv the non-union men signed an agree- “ 

nt not to organize during the year and 
providing that the wages that then rul<f 
should continue during the year. The 
scale controversy ended in an agreement 
that the scale apply only to the union 
mills. Since.then the organization has 
been devoting its energies toward getting 
the sheet mill workers in the other non- 
union mills organized, and for that pur- 
pose has considered the matter of throw- 
ing the mills ‘‘open,’’. and ‘permitting un- 
ion men to work With non-union men to 
propagate the secds of unionism. 

The formation of the United States 
Steel Corporation tended to complicato 
matters, as it includes a number of con- 
cerns. non-union and organized. The pre- 
dominance of Carnegie Company influence 
in the new corporation did not tend to 
make matters easier. The/vast“interests 
of the Carnegie Company were entirely 
non-union and had been*stace the costly 
battle at Homestead in 1892 between the 
Amalgamated and the Carnegie bteel 
Company, Limited. 

No Disorder at McKeesport. 

At McKeesport tonight, while the strik- 
ers are alert and ready to meet any new 
move that may be made to the company, 
nothing resembling disorder has occurred, 
The crucial. test of the men’s determina- 
tion to continue allegiance to the Amailga- 
mated will come in the morning at 7 
o'clock, at which time all employees of 
the company have been notified to report 
or consider themntselves discharged. 

Some of the men in attendance at the 
strike meeting at McKeesport this after- 
noon reported that Assistant Superintend- 
ent Harrison, of the W. De Wees-Wood 
mill, made them an offer of increased pay 
to return to work. They refused to go 
back, and he informed them that: he 
would: put other men in their places to- 
morrow. It was reported that 150 skilled 
workmen were brought to Pittsburg last 
night from different points. The entire 
gang was in charge of the officers of a 
local. detective agency. It is said all are 
now either within the grounds of the 
works where they will be employed if the 
strike is not settled at once or quartered 
in the vicinity.

They Decide To Comply with Law 
Regarding Allotments. 

Guthrie, O. T., Apr@ 17.—A three days’ 
council of the chiefs and leading mem- 
bers of the Kiowa, Comanche and Abache 
Indian tribes closed at the Indian agency 
at Anadarko today.

Vancouver. B..C,, April 127.—Four peo- 
ple are dead and seven probably fatally 
injured ag the result of an explosion this 
afternoon on the steamer Ramona, which 
piles on the Fraser river. One of the 
piates In the rear of the boiler blew out, 
tearing away the whole front of the ves- 
eel and knocking into the water all those 
in that part of the steamer. 

The accident happened when the boat 
was in mfdstream opposite Fort Langley, 
thirty miles from Vancouver. Two wo- 
men, Mrs. Harry Morrison. of Langiey. 
and Mrs. J. Bailey. of Mount Lehman, 
were standing on the front deck and were 
knocked into the water and drowned. 
Two deck hands named James Mack and 
Andrew Phipvs were struck by one of the 
fivine boiler plates and instantly killed, 
being so horribly burned by the escaping 
steam ae to be unrecognizable. A. Power, 
the purser: J. Maynard, mate. and Victor 
Nowell, the fireman, who had igone on 
that daw for the first time. were burned 
so badly that they cannot possibly re- 
cover. Four Indians were  dreadfullv 
scalded and only one of these is expected 
to recover.

Track by Train Grew 


MAY HAVE BEEN MURDERED 


Head Had Been Split Open and Both be 


West Point, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Emmett, Irvin, a young white man about 
thirty years of age, was killed some time 
between midnight and 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

The northbound freight, due here at 3:20 
o’clock this morning, was half an hour 
late and upon. its arrival here blood was 
geen on the cow-catcher. Part of the 
crew went back to investigate, and’ at the 
curve opposite the new building of the 
Estes Tanning and Manufacturing 
Company, found portions of Irvin's body. 
He had been cut into four parts, his head 
being cut diagonally in two across the 
nose, while each leg was cut off. The 
crew made a report to Night Operator 
Smith, and said that the body was abso- 
lutely cold, Smith sent parties down to 
identify the body. The face was be- 
yond recognition, but the clothes showed 
it to be that of Irvin. Each portion of 


-his body was about fifteen feet apart. 


It was first thought that he had been 
run over by the freight, but upon in- 
vestigation blood was found in only one 


spot. : 

_ It is presumed that he was knocked 
in the head and his body placed on the 
tracks to hide the crime. Blood spots 
were found on the cross-ties for seventy- 
five feet in the ireevan. of the Lanett 
cotton mills, 

The coroner of Chambers county, Ala- 
bama, Dr. Williams, of LaFayette, had 
the body removed to the old White Ele- 
phant saloon building in Lanett, where a 
jury was empaneled. The jury was com- 
posed of several physicians. Evidence was 
taken behind closed deors. The follow- 
ing verdict was rendered: 

‘“‘We, the jury, find that the deceased 
Was run over by the train.’’ 

The verdict was a rather unsatisfactory 
It is learned on reliable informa- 
tion that a majority of the jurymen be- 
lieved Irvin was dealt with foully by un- 
known hands, but the evidence brought 
before them was not of a nature to war- 
rant an incriminating verdict. ‘The mat- 
ter, however, will not rest here, as a 
thorough-investigation will be made, 

Irvin was a young man, unmarried, and 
was employed at L. J. Prince’s livery sta- 
bles. He is the eldest son of A. J, Ir- 
‘vin.

Savannah Fair Asscciation Selects: 


Ite, Grounds, 

Savannah, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—The 
foard of directors of the Savannah Fair 
Association at a meeting this afternoon 
practically decided upon the Ten Broeck 
race course as the site for the state fair 
this fall.. The sentiment of the board 
has been in favor of the Ten Broack site 
all along, ‘but the offers of the owners 
were not regarded as sufficiently libera). 
At the meeting this afternoon a resolu- 
ition was adopted directing the site com- 
mittee to make the following offer to the 
Agricultural and Mechanical Association: 

That the fair association will jease the 
Ten Broack track for three years and in 
consideration of such lease will fence the 
entire body of tand of over 100 acres, put 
the race course in suitable condition for 
racing and erect a grand stand and other 
buldings pertaining to a race track. At 
the expiration of the three-year lease the 
fai association is tte have the option of 
extending the same for two years at a 
rental of $500 per annum. At the expira- 
tion of the five years the fair association 
is to have the option of purchasing the en- 
tire track for $20,000. Failing to exercise 
this option, or upon the surrender of the 
property at any time during the five 
years. all the race track improvements, 
including fencing, stables and grand stand 

e the property of the Tem ‘Broeck 
people, whille the fair buildings proper re-. 
main the property of the fair association 
and May be disposed of at pleasure. 

There is little doubt of the- acceptance 
of this offer by the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Association. Ten Broeck is sit- 
uated about a half a mile west of the city 
limits, with two paved roadways and a 
street car line leading from the city and 
flanked by both the Oentral and Seaboard 
railways. The facilities for delivering 
freight and passengers could hardly be 
excelled. and its accessibility was one of 
its chief poinits of favor. The old race 
track, once known as one of the finest 
in the south, is still in good condition, and 
experts who have examined it recently 
state that with an expenditure of $1,500 or 
less it can be put im excellent condition 
for racing. It is a full mile standard 
track. Having disposed. of the site ques- 
tion, the directors will now give their at- 
tention to the detail work of the fair. Sec-

CONVENTION GETS TO WORK 


Committee on Credentiala Has a 
Long, Busy S¢ession and the 
Report Submitted Brings 

on # Number of 
‘ Balke.

Columbus, Ga., April 17,—(Special.)— 
The first real feature of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor convention develop- 
ed today during the afternoon session. 

Protests were offered against the seat- 
inx of Willtam Gredig, of Augusta; John 
C. Durnell,. of Chicago. and Mrs. Rosa B. 
Dorman, of Atlanta, as delegates. 

Mr. Gredix is a member of the Augusta 
Typographical Union and a candidate for 
the presidency of the state federation. 
The protest came from the Central Fed- 
eration of Trades; whose representative 
asserted that the members of the Augusta 
Typographical Union had withdrawn 
from the central organization and were 
not affiliated with it. The federation de- 
clared in the formal protest that Mr. 
Gredig was not legally entitled to a seat 
in the convention, 

A protest was also made to the seating 
of Mr. Durnell, who, it was asserted, was 
a national organizer for the cigar 
makers and not entitled to recognition 
as a delegate from the Augusta union. 

Mrs. Dorman said that she and three 
other members of the Atlanta Garment 
Worlrs’ Union had been elected dele- 
gates to the state convention and that 
later another meeting of the union was 
held and different delegates were ejected. 
She contended that this last action of the 
union was illegal and that she was en- 
titled to a seat in the convention. Mrs. 
Dorman further charged that the attempt 
to unseat her was due to outside ia- 
fluences. 

Miss Deva Bray and Miss Rebecca 
Landers who were elected delegates to 
the convention at the last meeting of the 
Garment Workers’ Union, arrived here 
on Tuésday evening and attended both 
sessions of the convention, Considerable 
discussion was had on the credentials of 
those delegates against whom protests 
had been made. 

The credentia] committee took no ac- 
tion on the Gredig matter other than to 
refer it back to the convention. Then all 
protests were referred’ to a special com- 
mittee composed of W. T. Anderson, C, 
H. Pancoast. Mike: Riley. Louis’ Wells 
and E. H. Avant. At the heel of the 
afternoon session 'thig committee rénder- 
ed a report recommending that Mrs. Dor- 
man be séated as a fraternal delegate 
and that Gredig and Durnell be seated as 
delegates. This report was adopted, only 
one or two voting against fit. For the 
time being the matter was settled, but 
may be reopened tomorrow if Mrs. Dor- 
man’s right to vote is questioned, The 
special] committee and convention recog- 
nized Misses Bray and Landers as the 
delegates from the Atlanta union of zar- 
ment workers. 

Before the credential matter was set- 
tled the convention was treated to several] 
warm talks, one especially by Sam White. 
who called upon the delegates to renounce 
the action of the committee on creden- 
tials. The meeting of that committee was 
referred to by one of the speakers as a 
“star chamber’ session. President Gar- 
rett had his hands full trying to preserve 
order and make parliamentary ruiing at 
the same time. Several appeals were 
taken from the president’s decision. but 
the convention sustained him in each in- 
stance. 

During the afternoon session Miss Irene 
M. Ashby. of London, England, delivered 
an address, telling of the crusade she is 
now waging against child labor in the 
south. She was warmly received. 

President Garrett read his annual ad- 
dress at the morning session. In it he 
declared that he would not. stand for re- 
election. Mayor Chappell made a short 
address of welcome, which was responded 
to by the president. Hon. John D. Little. 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
made a splendid impression with his 
twenty, minutes’ talk. during which he 
declared he hoped to see the day when 
Georgia would adopt a child labor law. 
Hon, B. 8. Miller, representative from 
Muscogee county. delivered an addreas 
during the afternoon session, in which he 
said it wae his intention to carry on the 
fight for the child labor measure. At the 
close of the session all the delegates 
were treated to a trolley ride by the local 
Street ‘Railway Employees’ Union. 

This evening Attorney C. T. Ladson, 
of Atlanta, delivered an address on labor 
legislation to a large gathering at the

BUBONIC PLAGUE IS FEARED. 


Health Authorities at Havana Are 
Very Watchful. 


Havana, April 17.—Surgeon Glennan says 
it is necessary to.continue the disinfection 
of vessels from Uragudy and other parts 
of South America where it is suspected 
the bubonic plague exists, as there is a 
danger of the disease gettink a foothold 
here unless the greatest care is taken. 

Most ‘of the vessels that arrive here 
from South American ports are small 
craft loaded with dried beef. Their car- 
goes are discharged immediately on light- 
ers, after which the vessels are sealed 
and fumigatei in order to kill the rats 
which infest them. 

Numerous complaints have been made 
by ship owners beceuse of the refusal] of 
the authorities to allow the vessels tu 
come alongside the dccks and remain 
there until the cargoes are sold, an opera- 
tion sometimes requiring a week or two.

Archbishop Ireland Speaks of Ro- 
man Catholicism in United 
States—Attacks on the 
Church, He Says, Are 
on Democracy. 


Dubuque, Ia., April 17.—Archbishop 
John J.. Keane was today invested with 
the pallium, the insignia of the high posi- 
tion he occupies in the Roman Catholic 
church. The ceremony occurred in St. 
Rapheel’s cathedral. 

The scene was one of great brilliancy. 
Monsignor Martinelli was not present, 
but Cardinal] Gibbons was here and arch- 
bishops and bishops from all parts of the 
United States. The attendance of laymen 
from abroad was very large and but few 
states in the union were unrepresented, 


Procession of Clergy. 

The ceremonies opened at 10 o'clock 
with a procesion of clergy and attend- 
ants, in which the cardinal, archbishops, 
bishops and priests took part, clad in 
full vestments of their rank. Within the 
sanctuary Cardinal Gibbons ascended the 
throne on the left, which had been yield- 
ed to him by Archbishop Keane, the lat- 
ter occupying a temporary throne on the 
right. 

The high altar, almost hidden by 
palms, ferns and flowers, was dazzling 
with electric lights, while the Cardinal's 
red robes, the archbishop’s purple, the 
bishop’s purple and white, the priests, 
black and white, and the intertwining 
papal and American colors, with which 
the auditorium was decorated, made an 
almost perfect color scheme. 

Archbishop Kane, of St. Louis, in full 
canonicals, ascended the altar at 10:30 
and commenced the celebration of pon- 
tifical high mass. At the close of the 
mass Cardinal Gibbons, with imposing 
ceremony, conferred the palllum upon 
Archbishop Keane. 

Sermon by Archbishop Ireland. 

Following the investiture Archbishop 
Ireland, ot St. Paul, delivered the sermon 
of the day. His subject was ‘““‘The Church 
in America—Its Yesterday and Its Tomor- 
row.” He said: 

“I fear not to say that we have today 
in. the United States fourteen or fifteen 
millions of Catholics. I speak, too, of 
the number of churches, colleges, schools, 
convents, hospitals, orphanages and other 
institutions of piety, charity, education 
and apostolic zeal, with which the whole 
country is covered. These are not the 
creations of the civil state or of rich reli- 
gious corporations, they are the results 
of the pennies of the Catholic people, the 
embodiment in brick and stone of the 


i sweat ef their brow, of their hard labor, 


bestowed freely to God and His Christ. 
Glance downs through the naves and 
aisles, notice the thronging multitudes of 
men as well as of women that press 
around the altar rail, not merely on high 
festivals, but on ordinary Sundays. And 
follow these multitudes into the homes, 
their shops and marts, as they mingle 
with their non-Catholic fellow citizens. 
Is there upon their lips a word of disloy- 
alty to the churoh? 1 challenge the most 
Catholic lands to show me Catholics more 
courageous in the profession of their faith, 
more consistent in bringing its principles 
into their daily manner of life. 

“Three-quarters of a century, a half a 
century ago, anti-Catholic prejudice was 
dominant 1n the land. Our non-Catholic 
fellow citizens were not to be blamed: 
they had not known Catholics as Cath- 
olics are, and they treated them accord- 
ing to what they believed of them. 


Ii Feeling Has Passed Away. . 


“But today in America the reign of 
ill-feeling and animosity has passed 
away. in America, Catholics and non- 
Catholics differ from one -another in 
creeds and spiritual allegiance; but, as 
true Americans, 
other and accord to one another their 
civil and social freedom, all working to- 
gether in peace and harmony for the 
greater weal of society and of country. 

“The problem before the church of 
America was whether the Catholic re- 
ligion could prosper in an atmosphere of 
absolute freedom, without aid or prop 
from state organ, or even from compact 
social or national traditions; whether 
from its innate vigor, watered by the 
dews of heaven alone, it could live 
prosper. To one who believes in 
divine origin of Catholic faith, or 
read diligently its story of ages, the 
issue of the problem should never have 
been doubtful. * * * 

‘In America the Cathelic faith was on 
trial and so was democracy itself in its 
relations with religion. And here is the 
cause of so many attacks made on the 
American church. These attacks cov- 
ertiy are attacks on democracy. It would 
have been most convenient for reaction- 
ary theorists to be able to say to Cath- 
olics the world over: Your church can- 
not thrive in a democracv, in the full 
freedom which democracy insures. 
Thank God, to such theorists both Ameri- 
ca and iue Catholic church and Ameri- 
can democracy have given saddest dis- 
appointment. * * *

ARGUMENT WILL OPEN TODAY 


Matthews Swore That Ripley Said |. 


He Knew Enough To Clear 
Caleb .Powers. 


Frankfort, Ky.. April 17.—The argument 
in the Ripley case will begin tomorrow, 
the testimony having closed at the morn- 
ing session of the court today. Judge 
Cantrill heard arguments this afternoon 
on two sets of instructions presented by 
the attorneys on each side, but will not 
decide upon the instructions till tomor- 
row. The instructions submitted by the 
prosecution are in substance the same 
given by Judge Cagtrill at Georgetown 
last summer in the Caleb Powers case, 
stripped, however, of the features which 
were recently turned down by the court 
of appeals in that case. The grand jury 
adjourned today without bringing in any 
new indictments in connection with the 
Goebel murder. “The Ripley case will 
not likely go to the jury till Friday. 

The defense had only two more wit- 
nesses to examine in the Ripley G2se 
when the court convened today. Ex-Ad- 
jutant General: Castleman testified that 
it was customary to furnish military 
companies with cartridges as well as 
guns. The prosecution had laid stress on 
the point that Ripley's company had 
been furnished ammunition when it was 


equipped. 
John Reading. a member of the state 


guard, also testified that cartridges were 
issued to all mifitary companies. 

The defense closed here. 

Ex-Secretary of State J. B. Mathews 
was called by the prosecution in rebuttal 
and testified to statements alleged to 
have been made by. Ripley to him in 
April last year, in which Ripley declared 
that he knew enough to clear Powers. 

Mrs. J. B. Mathews said Ripley also 
told her that in the event he went east, 
as he was thinking of doing, he would 
tell Mr. Matnews before leaving as to 
what he knew of interest to Powers. 

Ripley, she also said, denounced Gov- 
ernor Taylor “as a coward for running 
off and leaving his family.” 

Captain Julian Kersey was the last 
witness in rebuttal and the prosecution 
closed with him. This completed the 
testimony in the case and court ad- 
journed till this afternoon, when the at- 
torneys submitted their instructions.

The 
governor declined to send the troops to 
do the duty of a sheriff's posse in the 
mountains, realizing the uselessness of 
trying to move such a large body of 
men-secretly. Instead.he advised Judge 
Blair to swear in every: able-bodied man 
in the county.as a spegial deputy if hec- 
essary to effect the arrest of the in- 
trenched mountaineers. Letcher county 
is located in the heaft of the mountains, 
many miles from a railroad. It produces 
more moonshine than any other county 
in the state. 


STRIKE BECOMES ALARMING. 


Union and Won-Union Men in Ken- 
tucky Are Fightig.

out the troops. <A strong force of non- 
union men are taking an aggressive stand 
against those in the union and sevteral 
assaults have been committed.

Todd shot 
his man and then turned to run, but a 
crowd of Garret’s friends fired on him 
and he was heard to scream as if in pain. 
He has not yet been apprehended, but his 
cry indicated that he was hit.

Sternberg has just given his approval 
without reservation to the report of the 
speciat board composed of Surgeons Reed, 
Carroll and Agramonte upon the “etiol- 


ogy .of yellow fever,”’ in which the con- } 


clusion was reached that the mosquito 
is fesponsible for "he transmission of 
this fell disease. Moreover, the medical 
department of the army is moving ener- 
geticaky to put into practical operation 
“methods of treatment for the prevention 
‘of yellow fever, involving a radical re- 
-NWersal of existing methods, which form 
lie basis of the report. 

‘Today Surgeon General Sternberg form- 
ally approved a circular prepared by 
Chief Surgeon Havard at Havana with 
this endorsement: 

“In my opinion the present state of 


our knowledge fully justifies the publica- 
tién of this circular.’ 


Text of the Circular. 

The text of the circular, which will 
form the instructions for ail medical 
officers in é:he army in treating fever, is 
attached. The general orders referred 
to under eo one provide for the liberal 
«use of 1 oll to prevent the hatching 
out of Mosquito eggs. The circular says: 

“The recent experiments made in 
Havana by the medical department of the 
army having proved that yellow fever, 
NMke malarial tever, is conveyed chiefly, 

probably exciusively, by the b.4ce of 
fected mosquitoes, important changes 
in the measures ed for thé prevention

20° far as yellow fever is concerned, 
infection of a room or building simply 
Means that it contains infected mos- 
gultces, that is mosyuitoes which have 

‘on yellow fever patients. Disinfec- 
tion, therefore, means the employment 
of measures aimed at ¢he destruction of 
these mosquitoes. The most effective of 
on measures is fumigation, either 
with sulphur, formaldehyde. or insect 

der. The fumes of sulphur are the 
uickest and the most effective insect- 

c but are cf&herwise objectionable. 
Formaldehyde gas {fs quite effective 
the infected rooms are kept closed and 
sealed for two or three hours. The 
smoke of insect powder has also been 
proved useful; it radically stupefies mos- 
guttces, which drop to the floor and can 

easily destroyed. The washing of 
walls, floors, ceilings and furniture with 
disinfectants is unnecessary. 

Need Not Disinfect Baggage. 

“As it has been demonstrated that yel- 
low fever cannog be conveyed by bedding, 
.clething, effects and baggage, they need 
not be subject to any special disinfection. 
Care should be taken, however, not to 
*Temove. them from the infected rooms 
until after formaldehyde fumigation, so 
theh they may not harbor any infected 


mosquitoes. 

“Medical officers taking care of yellow 
feyer patients need not be isolated; they 
can attend other patients and associate 

non-immunes with perfect safety 
to-the garrison. Nurses and attendants 
taking care of yellow fever patients shall 
remain isolated, so as to avoid any possi- 
fle. danger of their conveying mosquitoes 
frém tieng:s to non-immunes. 

‘“Malarial fever, like yellow fever, is 
commun by mosquito bites and 
therefore is just as much, of an infectious 
disease and requires the same measures 
of protection against mosquitoes. On the 
assumption that mosquitoes remain in 
the vicinity of their breeding places. or 
never travel far, the prevalence of malar- 
jal fever at a post, would indicate want 
of proper care and diligence on the part 
of the surgeon and commanding officer.”’

“The treasury department is not at all 
eencerned about ordinary stock jobbifg 
schemes, so far as they affect the specu- 
lating element only. The financial of- 
ficers of the government have been 
preaching conservatism for fome time. 
They say there has been a large over- 
capitaliza‘ion in many of the industrial 
enterprises, and a day of reckoning is 
certain when an effort is made to squeeze 
the water out of these securities, 

The thing which is troubling the treas- 
ury officials is not the fact that there 
has been frantic speculation in Wall 
street, but rather the fact that money 
wkick belongs to legitimate commercial 
enterprises has been diverted into the 
avenues of apeculation. This money must 
get back into the ordinary channels some- 
how, and a great fear is expressed by the 
treasury people that a possible panic on 
Wall street may have a serious elfect 
uj on general brsincss. 

A prominent official is quoted as say- 
ing the treasury department is doing 
what it can “to stop this ‘pouring of 
good money in the Wall street rat 
hole,” but that much has not been ac- 
complished as yet. He points out that 
there is no danger of a commercial 
panic, but there is danger of a specula- 
tive crash. Conservative banking as- 
‘gsociations are advised to discounte- 
nance this speculative fever, and west- 
ern and southern banks are admon- 
ished that it would perhaps be just as 
well for them to keep their money at 
home and not carry as much of it in 
New York banks as they have been

Railroads in Cuba. 

The interesting announcement is 
made that Sir William Van Horne, of 
Montreal, is at work constructing a 
system of railroads in Cuba without 
waiting for any franchises. 

Sir William has-eought up all the 
existing railroads on the island and 
his plans will bring a network of lines 
connecting all the cities and towns. In 
order to meet the possible objections 
that might be raised in the future over 
the question of rights of way, his 
agents have purchased the desired 
land and he is building railroads upon 
his own land just as he would build- 
ings or any other kind of property. 
More than three thousand men are now 
at work on the line from Santiago east- 
ward. 

The general plan, according to The 
Chicago Record-Herald, is to build a 
trunk line from one end of the island 
to the other, with branches to such 
parts of the country as the commerce 
will justify. Sir William, who has a 
| syndicate of great wealth at his back, 
has purchased thousands of acres of 
agricultural, timber and mineral prop- 
erties to be developed in the future. 
In the face of the non-existence of a 
government to grant franchises, such 
a project as this would baffle an or- 
dinary man, but S&r William Van 
Horne is no ordinary man.

Unfortunately this is a subject which 
cannot be fully discussed without arous- 
ing the ire of men who have jobs to keep, 
and who think that every remark is a 
reflection upon them. Still more unfor- 
tunately, the state department of agricul- 
ture is largely a creature of political 
chance, given a name in response to the 
demand that the farming element should 
be recognized, and in which the recogni- 
tion of certain men has become of more 
importance than the development of agri- 
cultural science. Instead of imparting 
knowledge, we have every few years a4 
scramble for succession, proving that the 
department is to be used for the benefit 
of certain men, instead of calling into 
work men competent for certain du- 
ties. It is imagined that the naming of 
a department for the agricultural interest 
and the installing of a force of office- 
holders accomplishes the whole work. 


We do not need an agricultural depart- 
ment half as much as we do agricultural 
instruction; and that instruction to be ef- 
fective muSt be carried to every man’s 
home. There should be separate experi- 
ment stations for each belt in the state, 
mastered by men competent for the work. 
These men should not be the appointees 
of political power, but should owe their 
place to the competition of rival skill, 
which can easily be reached by those 
who place the work first and the agent 
last. The Griffin station is all right 
for that belt of Georgia, but is of no ser- 
vice to people either north or south of 
that belt. In the Cairo district, for in- 
stance, which has developed a sirup out- 
put of 10,000 barrels a day, the people 
have been dependent upon the investiga- 
tions of another state for the informa- 
tion which has brought success to them.

The time has come 
when the agricultura) department should 
be an educational and not a political in- 
stitution. If it hag been political here- 
tofore, it is time to change it, and to give 
it an exclusively educational character. 
Georgia is rich in her agricultural possi- 
bilities. Her $30,000,000 cotton crop is be- 
ing challenged by a possible $80,000,000 
Sugar crop. We have the soil and the 
men, but a woeful amount of ignorance. 
The day has gone by when the farm was 
the resort of the ignorant man. Its man- 
agement requires the skill of the chemist 
as well as the wisdom of the merchant. 
The leaders of successful agriculture today 
are men who understand their business 
through the same hard road of acquiring 
intelligence as has been traveled by the 
lawyer or the doctor. He must be a man 
of accurate knowledge even to raise po- 
tatoes succesfully. The first duty of the 
state, therefore, is to see that her ag- 
riculturalists are placed where they will 
be at no disadvantage with those of other 
states.

490 acres, 
on making a vist to the site, making a 
present of it to a native, so disappointed 
was he with it. That land has lately sold 
for $10 an acre, but even at that it was a 
gift. Upon all these lands may be raised 
Sugar cane producing $120 an acre, cotton, 
potatoes, corn, the fruits, and everything 
needful for man and beast. Strangers 
discovered the value of our raw materials 
in naval stores and lumber, and they are 
likewise discovering the cheapness of 
lands, which sell in Georgia at $2 an 
acre under surroundings which would call 
for $50 or $100 in the north and west. 


A proof of this statement is found in the 
five-acre tracts by which the city is be- 
gzirt. One five-acre plot, planted in 
peach trees. vegetatjes, etc., olose up to 
the fence edge has not a single blade of 
grass in it. In its closely cultivated 
condition it is worth more than the fifty- 
acre tract of the average farmer. There 
is upon it the concentration of effort as 
well as the saving of steps, and in har- 
vest time an increased ease of garnering, 
at all of which points there.is money to 
be made. The families living on these 
tracts make a living out of them, while 
some farmers claim that they cannot 
make a living on a large farm. One 
feature of the small farm is that the 
owner is always at work. I was shown 
a handsome two-story frame house erect- 
ed by a colonist as a surprise during a 
two weeks’ absence of his wife. 


It must not be supposed thag this pcavsr 
of concentration belongs exclusively to 
men north of the old line. They have 
made more use of it, but there are those 
in the south who have made successes out 
of smajl things. The venerable father 
of _the Wight brothers, in Cairo, nctyw 
dead, appreciating the value of the col- 
lard, put himself in communication with 
Buist and other seeds men, advising them 
of the delicacy of the Georgia cabbage. 
The result was an order for seeds, which 
led to a regular business~in that line, 
conducted by Mr. Wight and his neigh- 
bors, and out of which they have made 
$400 an acre. The business is still one 
of the varied industries of Caire.

Road Commissioners Who Compen- 
sated Themselves Must Refund 
Money—An Investigation.

The commitjee on roads and bridges 
of the board of county commissioners 
yesterday morning submitted a report 
to the board exonerating Road Commis- 
sioners Liddell and Plaster and Road 
Overseer Johnson, of the Peachtree dis- 
trict, of the charge that they had dp- 
propriated the district commutation tax 
for 1900 in improving private property and 
in constructing sidewalks. 

An account prepared by the commis- 
sioners and overseer which was alleged 
to be trregular, and which was also re- 
ferred to the committee, was ordered paid 
on the recommendation of the committee. 
It was ascertained by the committee dur- 
ing the hearing of the case that the com- 
missioners for the years 1898 and 1899, 
Messrs. Liddell, Cheshire and Dr. Wil- 
Ham Smith, had each compensated them- 
| selves with a small amount for expenses 
in prosecuting their duties and the com- 
mittee recommended that this money be 
refunded. 

The committee cleared the commission- 
ers of any intention of wrong doing, but 
they asked that the money be refunded, 
as the law did not allow such compen- 
sation. Mr. Cneshire was one of the com- 
missioners for 1900 and he was one of the 
number that charged the other two com- 
missioners with using the district funds 
on private ~roperty and sidewalks. He 
resigned from the commission last De- 
cember. 

' The action of the committee does not

Jones declined to answér some of the 
questions asked him under advice of his 
attorneys; Miller also declined to answer 
some questions put to him for the same 
reason. 

When the cases were called yesterday 
afternoon Assistant City Attorney Hill 
announced ready for the prosecution, and 
Attorneys L. Z. Rosser and Lowry Ar- 
nold announced ready for the defend- 
ants. 

Four or five witnesses testified that 
they had given Jones money at Pappa’s 
saloon with which bets were offered by 
telephone. Jones, they stated, received 
the money and got Grogan to telephone 
that certain bets were desired. The wit- 
nesses also stated that the faces were 
dalled out at the saloon, the news com- 
ing over the ’phone. All stated, how- 
ever, explicitly, that no money was ever 
received until the next day after the 
races, and it was either handed to them 
by the saloon men or left for them in 
envelopes. 

It was in evidence that bets were of- 
fered from private telephones in cases 
where the person telephoning was known 
at the turf exchange and his credit was 
good. 

When Miller was placed on the stand 
he was asked if he had made any busi- 
ness arrangement with Jones, and he de- 


clined to answer the question, his attor- 
neys telling that he was not obliged to 
do so. Jones was likewise asked if he 
was in the employ of the turf exchange, 
and he declined to answer for the same 
reason as that given by Miller. 

Will Argue Legal Points. 

When the evidence was all in, Attor- 
ney Rosser stated to the recorder that 
the defense would like to have a Httle 
time to show the court the decisions of 
the supreme court and to convince the 
court that no law had been violated. 

Attorney Hill said that he might be 
willing to admit for the sake of argu- 
ment that betting over the telephone was 
the same as sending money by wire to bet 
on horse races in another city.

TREASURY TAKES IN $100,000 


Chatham County. Pays $42,000 in 
Liquor Taxes, Double That of 
Any Other. 


Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey 
has concluded the rolls of the regular pen- 
sioners under the old pension laws, and 
yesterday took up the applications for 
pensions from indigent widows under the 
act passed at the last session of the leg- 


islature. . 

The state treasury has paid out on 
Commissioner Lindsey’s warrants for pen- 
sions a total of %608,540 since January 
lst, or close on to $700,000. This amount 
is divided among the three classes of 
widows as follows: 

Paid to 3,391 widows, $203,460. 

Paid to 3,445 disabled soldiers, $191,700. 

Paid to 4,973 indigent soldiers, $298,380. 

The pension commissoner now has: on 
file about 2,000 applications for. pensions 
under the act passed by the last legis- 
lature providing for indigent widows. It 
is calculated that from # to 50 per ceft 
of these applications will be passed upon 
favorably, so that there will be only 
about 1,000 widows .on the pension roll 
under the new law. This is far less than 
was expected. : 

Under these circumstances the $100,000 
appropriated by the last legislature will 
be more than enough to go around. There 
is still some doubt, however, as to wheth- 
er there will be any money available in 
the treasury for the, payment of these 
widows. Treasurer R. E. Park has stated 
to Captain Lindsey that he did not have 
the money with which to make the pay- 
ments, but that it might be available 
later on. 

It may be that the treasurer will decide 
to u part of the public property fund 
with which to pay the. school teachers 
after all, in which event part of the 
money borrowed by the governor could 
be used for the payment of these pen- 
sions. ‘ 

Commissioner Lindsey is recetving many 
letters with regard to this class of pen- 
sions. It will be some time before he 
can get throuvh with all the applications. 

Money Is Coming In.. 

While all this. discussion is going on 
about the status of the. treasury consid- 
erable money is pouring into it from the 
collection of specific taxes. Dunne the 
three days of the present Week alone 
about $100,000 has been received from this 
and other sources, so that there is now 
about $200,000. or a little more in the treas- 
ury available for the payment of teach- 
ers and for other purposes. 

‘ The receipts during the present week 
have come principally from specific taxes. 
The largest item was from Chatham coun- 
ty. a total of $46.482. Of this amount 
$41,415 was for liquor taxes, all of which 
goes to the public school fund. This 
is twice as large an amount for liquor 
taxes as is paid by any other county in 
the state, and all of the liquor dealers 
of Chatham have not yet been collected 
from. Fulton county’s liquor tax up to 
the same time has been only $8,972.50, or 
only about ong-fifth of that paid by 
Chatham. There are 242 licensed liquor 
dealers in Chatham county, and the in- 
dications are that there is a rattling 
good business done in their line in that 
section of the state.

WIFE IN ATLANTA 


She Is Going by Her Maiden Name of 
Mary Poole. 


MARRIED NINE YEARS AGO 


She Is Apathetic About the Man’s 
Condition or Future. 


SEPARATED FROM HIM YEARS AGO 


Officer Kimbrough Told To Find Out 
Something About Lunatic and 
He Discovered the Wife. 


The story of John D. Morgan, which ap- 
peared in The Constitution a few days 
ago, had a very romantic sequel yester- 
day morning when Officer Kimbrough 
found the wife of the madman. 

Morgan was supposed to be alone in the 
world, and all the time the police were 
making strenuous efforts to locate his 
relatives, while he was held in a mad- 
man’s cell at the police barracks, his 
wife was living in Atlanta and had been 
living here for the past nine years. 

Officer Kimbrough, after making his 
somewhat sensational discovery, is not 
inclined to think that it will change the 
status of Morgan’s case. The wife has 
been separated so long from the man 
that she is extremely apathetic about his 
condition or his future. 

Last week Kimbrough arrested Morgan, 
supposing him to be drunk, and the man 
was locked up at the police barracks. 
There he remained three or four days, 
until the chief of police sent for a city 
physician and Morgan was’ pronounced 
insane. He had been loitering about the 
city, frightening women and children, and 
on one occasion he came very near being 
shot by a woman into whose back yard he 
had wandered. 

Morgan showed unmistakable signs of 
dementia. He fought the officers at the 
barracks and swore to murder every one 
of them as soon as he got out. He re- 
served five bullets for The Constitution 
reporter who talked with him. , 

In the story about the madman, which 
was published in The Constitution, it was 
stated that the officers could find no 
person who knew the man’s history, 
and unless somebody camé forward the 
ordinary would not try him for lunacy. 

What to do with Morgan became a 
burning issue with the police. The ordi- 
nary would not send him to the asylum 
for lunacy; he could not be turned out 
on the streets with his mind deranged 
and filled with thoughts of murder; nor 
could he be kept in a cell at the barracks 
until he died.

Kimbrough 
had locked him up; and it was argued 
that Kimbrough must dispose of the in- 
cubus in some way. . 

The officer was startlingly successfu 
yesterday morning, when he discovered 
that Mrs. John Morgan was still alive and 
in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Morgan, who now calis herself by 
her maiden name, is known as Miss 
Mary Poole-and she lives at the corner 
of Marietta and Magnolia streets. She 
states that she married Morgan nine 
years ago and they separated shortly af- 
terwards. She cares nothing about the 
man and will not proceed in any lunacy 
case unless she ig forced to do. so. 

Morgan lived in Atlanta six years ago 
and left. A few months ago he returned 
and secured a position, which he held 
only a few days. 

He is said to have been a good worker 
and a man of sound mind. He evidently 
went suadenly mad.

The committees of: three from the sev- 
eral boards of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention, which met at the office of Dr. T. 
H. Kerfoot, secretary of the Baptist 
home mission board, yesterday, to con- 
sider the advisability of organizing a new 
board for the extension of church work 
and report the result of their deliber 
tions to the general convention of South- 
ern Baptist at New Orleans, decided to 
recommend that if the organization of a 


/new board is imposaible, a commission be 


appointed to take charge of the work for 
which the motion was made to form a 
new- board, namely, a board on statistics 
and on ald to the other boards in the col- 
iecting of funds and material for mis- 
sions. 

The committees were und&nimously of 
the opinion that a iarge field is open for 
this class of work, but they reached no 
agreement as to thé details of the pro- 
posed organization and Kes specific na- 
ture. 

When the suggestion was made that 
another branch be added to one of the 
existing boards as preferable to the cre- 
ation of a new board, discussion was pre- 
cipitated over the question of which 
board it should be added to. This action 
foreshadows a keen rivalry between the 
home misison board and the Sunday 
school board, of Nashville, for the addi- 
tion of the new branch. The friends of 
the two boards are pretty evenly matched 
numerically, and if it comes to an issue 
between them, there will be a sharp con- 
troversy at New Orleans. 

It was disclosed at the meeting of the 
committees yesterday that the offer of a 
church to give $6,000/a year for three 
years toward the support of the proposed 
new board came ftom the Utah Place 
Baptist church, of Baltimore, and that a 
gentleman of the same city, who belonged 
to a different Baptist church, had offered 
to give $1,000 a year for five years to the 
support of the board. It is a condition 
of both offers that the Sunday school 
board at Nashville give $4,000 yearly for 
three years. Dr. F. M. Frost, correspond- 
ing secretary of the latter board, stated 
at the meeting yesterday that there 
would be no difficulty in getting the de- 
sired amount from the board, although 
as yet it has taken no action in that di- 
rection. 

The question is one of paramount in- 
terest to southern Baptists, and the ac- 
tion of the New Orleans convention is 
looked forward to with a feeling akin to 
excitement in certain quarters. The par- 
tisans of the two Nashville boards will 
be intensely in evidence. 


$10,000 SUIT ON TRIAL. 


That Amount Asked from Southern 
Railroad for Death of 
Little Child. 

The trial of the case of C. C. Eubanks 
against- the Southern Railway Company 
for $10,000 was begun before Judge New- 
man in the United States court yesterday 
morning. | 

Mr. Eubanks is suing for the death of 
his little five-year-old son, David, who 
was killed on the Southern road, July 9, 
1900, near the Boulevard crossing and the 
plant. of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. It is aileged that the child 
was on one track, while his sister and 
another little girl were on another track, 
and that the engine pulling an excursion 
train bore down on him without warn- 
ing.

Mr. John A. Kruse, a prominent Chi- 
cago financier, is visiting relatives in At- 
lanta. Mr. Kruse is identified with sev- 
eral large corporations owning properties 
and operating in Bolivia and Mexico. He 
is vice president and general manager of 
the Sonora Land Company, of ‘Mexico; 
managing director of the Chicago Gold 
Placer Mining Company, of Sonora, Mex- 
ico, and owns the controlling interest in 
the Chicago-Bolivian Rubber Company. 

The Mexican gold mines controlled by 
Mr. Kruse are situated near Suaqui 
Grande, jn Sonora, and are now being 
worked successfully. These properties 
wére worked centuries ago by the Span- 
jards and Mexicans, but only the banks of 
the arroyos were worked, as the crude 
methods employed at that time did not 
admit of working in midstream. Since 
the Americans have secured control of the 
properties, new machinery and methods 
have bcen introduced which have pro- 
duced wonderful results. 

Mr. Kruse was commissioned several 
years ago by the Mexican government to 


make an official] survey of the state of 


Sonora. This he did, receiving substantial 
recognition from President Diaz. ; 
When the reports concerning the illness 
and alleged unsoundness of mind of Pres- 
ident Diaz were mentioned to Mr. Kruse 
last night he laughed heartily. 
“President Diaz is the most robust sick 
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man I ever saw in my life,’’ said Mr. 
Kruse. “I saw him several months ago. 
He was on a hunting trip with several 
members of his cabinet and friends. The 
president never looked better. He is a 
hard working and enthusiastic official, 
and is much admired. He has done won- 
ders for the republic and is still at it. 
His latest achievement is the paving 
and sewering of the City of Mexico, which 
is u gigantic task. This is expected to do 
away with all contagious diseases. 

“There is much of romance and distor- 
tion in the accounts of the so-called Ya- 
qui rebellion in Sonora,” said Mr. Kruse. 
“This ig made possible by the advent of 
the telegraph and other means of commu- 
nication. A few roving bands of these 
Indians created some disturbance unttt 
President Diaz could get the military to 
the scene, and that was the end of it. 

“Diaz has a life tenure of his office. His 
popularity is unbounded and seems to be 
increasing. He is surrounded by able men 
in every department, Should anything 
unforeseen cause & vancancy in his of- 
fice, he will be succeeded by either a civil- 
ian or an army man. Both of these men 
are capable.”’ 

Mr. Kruse declined to give the names 
of those referred to. He characterized 
the reports of President Diag’g alleged

He Borrowed $200,000 in New York 
for Use. of State, 


‘Warrants Are All Ready for the 
Governor’s Signature. 


ISSUE OVER PUBLIC PROPERTY FUND 


Governor Aleo Looked After Geor- 
gia’s Claims While in 
Washington. 


Governor Allen D. Candler will return 
to the city this morning at 5:20 o'clock 
from New York, where he has been on 
both personal and official business. 

In New York city Governor Candler 
borrowed $200,000 for the use of the state, 
as he is per ted to do under the consti- 
tution, for the purpdse of tiding over a 
temporary deficiency. 

The object in making the loan at this 
time was to pay the school teachers their 
second month’s salary on the present 
year, it being clearly understood that 
State Treasurer Park would refuse to 
borrow the money for the purpose from 
the public property fund’as has been done 
herctofore. 

Treasurer Park, however, has never 
passed on the matter officially, and it will 
not be known just what attitude he will 
take until the matter comes before him. 
In the event the money from the public 
property fund is used, however, there 
wil] still be plenty of use for the $290,000, 
or a large part of it, as the indigent 
widows provided for in the recent act of 
the legislature will probably have to be 
paid. 

The governor secured the money needed 
in Wall street, where he has some strong 
personal and financial friends. He has 
always been able to secure money at a 
particularly low rate of interest, and the 
chances are that in this case he got it as 
low as it could be had. 

All the warrants for «he school teach- 
ers have been made out, and will be 
ready for the governor's signature today. 
The money was due on April Ist, and the 
applications for it have been feceived by 
the state school commissioner from near- 
ly every county in the state. 

There is now about $200,000 in the atate’ 
treasury with which these warrants can 
be paid, and it_.may be several days be- 
fore the treasury gets down to the bot- 
tom dollar, and before the important is- 
sue as to the public property fund is 
raised. 

While in Washington Governor Cand- 
ler, who stopped there on a visit to his 
son, looked into the matter of Georgia's 
claims against the federal government 
on account of the Spanish war. The gov- 
ernor is satisfied he can arrange for the 
payment, sooner or later, of the majority 
of these claims. 


WAS PREVIOUSLY LYNCHED. 


But the Same Negro Is Now Serving 
a Ten-Year Term in the 
Penitentiary. 

N. J. Cruger, of the firm of Cruger & 
Pace, of Albany, who came up to see the 


prison. commission with reference to cer- 
tain matters connected with their con- 
vict camp at Albany, told the officials 
of the commission a remarkable story 
of a negro who is working at his camp 
on a ten-year sentence, who was “‘previ- 
ously” lynched. 

The negro was convicted in Albany a 
few days ago On a@ charge of stealing a 
hcrse and buggy and.senitenced to serve 
ten years in the penitentiary. The story 
about the lynching was told by the negro 
himself, but be had the necessary prvot 
to bear out his statement. 

Frank Odum is the negro’s name. Sev- 
eral years ago some patties in that sec- 
tion of the state, it is said, thought Odum 
new too much about a crime that had 
been committed. One night he disap- 
peared. According to the negro’s story he 
was taken into the woods by three white 
men, filled with buckshot and was then 
thrown into the river with a heavy stone 
around his neck. Of course he was given 
up for deai, but “‘the cat came back.” 

Odum said he managed to crawl out of 
the river, and finally after a long rime 
recovered from his wounds. An inspec- 
tion of his body showed that_his.entire 
right side had been shot to pieces, and 
from the appearance of the wounds it is 
said to be a wonder that he recovered 
even after getting out of the'river.

‘MAY BE PAID TO TEACHERS 


Opened at Once, 
pinS TO BE CALLED FOR 


May Be Decided To Use Some Steel 
Pipe—Finance Committee To 
Arrange for Getting Out 
the Bonés—Pipe Com- 
mittee to Meet. 


The water board at its regular meeting 
yesterday took preliminary steps  to- 
ward spending the $200,000 to be raised 
by the bonds that the city will sell for 
the purpose of improving the water sys- 
tem. 

There are many preliminary arrange- 
ments to be made before the work of 
putting in the new mains can be begun. 
But the board deeided to put in a couple 
of short water mains in different sections 
of the city at a cost of something lke 
$1,000, the cost to be/eharged to the bond 
account. The reason for this is that 
the appropriation for this purpose has 
been used -up, and this is the only way 
in which these mains can be put in. 

Superintendent Park Woodward will at 
once open a book for the bond account 
and the expense of putting in these 
mains will be charged against that ac- 
count. 

Chairman Hillyer notified the board 
that the superior court had validated the 
bonds; that the city council had passed 
the necessary resolution preliminary to 
their issue and that the aldermanic board 
would take the same action today. He 
said the matter of securing bids for 
the pine and other materials needed 
should not be delayed too long. 

The finance committee of council will 
meet at 12 o’clock today for the purpose 
of deciding on the form of bonds to 
be issued. The committee will decide 
whether they shall be lithographed or 
engraved. Steps will be taken following 
this to put them on the market. 

Will Advertise for Bids. 

Chairman Bloodworth, of the pipe com- 
mittee, stated that he would call his com- 
miftee together at once to consider the 
matter. This committee was given the 
authority to prepare the advertisement 
and advertise for bids for the pice 
. needed. 

Chairman Hillyer, of the board, raised 
the question as to whether bids for a 
certain amount of steel pipe should not 
be advertised for also. He said he 
thought this would be a good entering 
wedge to show the trust it is not “the 
whole thing.” Hig su~gestion was that 
a 44 or 48-inch steel nine might be laid 
from the river to, the reservoir and 
30-inch cast iren pipe now performing 
service there mi¢ht be put inside the 
city. The steel pipe, he said, was 2 to 
83 per cent cheaper than the cast iron 
pipe and could be used to advantage 
wherever there was'no tapping. The pipe 
committee will take the matter of steel 
pipe into consideration. 

Another matter brought up in the same 
connection was that the board should 
advertise for contracts for laying the 
pipe to be put down with the bond 
money. There was soOme objection to 
this from several members of the board 
who thought it could be done by the 
city cheaper than it could be done by 
contract. This matter was referred to 
the pipe and finance committees jointly. 

Superintendent Woodward brought up 


the matter of fencing the reservoir inside 
the park at the waterworks plant. There 
wiil be a good many children going out 
there this year, he said, as the car line 
now runs out there, and the danger will 
be considerable. The cost, it was stated. 
would be about $30. ‘The board seemed 
disinclined to act in the matter, as 
several of the members were opposed 
to it. Colonel Woodward thought there 
would be considerable danger unless this 
was done. The matter will doubtless 
come up again. 

The question of meters and hydrants 
was not acted on, being referred back 
to the .special committee which had the 
matter in charge. 

The proposition of W. M. Rapp, fore- 
man of the pipe department,: with regard 
to supplying patterns for meter boxes 
and plugs was referred to the finafice 


committee.

New York, April 17.—The day’s market was 
excessively irregular, showing the decidedly 
nervous state of mind which speculators have 
come to be in who are long of stock, as well as 
the watchful mood for weak points to develop 
of those who are short.
